Infected Ground Squirrels. 


The finding of 5 plague-infected ground squirrels in California was 
reported during the week ended June 25, 1910. They were found 
as follows: In Contra Costa County, June 1, 1 squirrel; in Merced 
County, June 3,1 squirrel; in Santa Clara County, June 4, 2 squirrels; 
in Santa Cruz County, May 17, 1 squirrel. 

Passed Assistant Surgeon McCoy reports: 


Animals Examined for Plague Infection. 


During the week ended June 25, 1910, there were examined at the 
federal laboratory at San Francisco and the branch laboratories at 
Oakland and Los Angeles, Cal., 5,691 rodents, as follows: Squirrels, 
3,499; rabbits, 18; rats, 2,174. The rats included Mus norvegicus, 
1,734; Mus musculus, 270; Mus alexandrinus,61. Five of the squir- 
rels were found to be infected with plague. -

Florida.—Week ended July 2, 1910. Reports from the State 
board of health show 13 cases of typhoid fever in 4 localities, malaria 
4 cases in 2 localities (Tampa and Ybor City), and tuberculosis 7 
cases in 6 localities. 

North Carolina.—Month of March, 1910. Reports to the State 
board of health show typhoid fever present in 20 counties, smallpox 
in 46 counties, measles in 44 counties, scarlet fever in 18 counties, 
diphtheria in 22 counties, malarial fever in 1 county, hemorrhagic fever 
in 1 county. 

Pennsylvania.—Month of April, 1910. Total number of deaths 
from all causes, 9,934, of which 124 were caused by typhoid fever, 
99 by scarlet fever, 148 by diphtheria, 172 by measles, 90 by whooping 
cough, 2 by smallpox, 214 by influenza, 4 by malarial fever, 838 by 
tuberculosis of the lungs, 140 by tuberculosis of other organs, 405 
by cancer, 51 by diabetes, 79 by meningitis, 1,487 by pneumonia,
